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ELSEWHERE will be found full particulars 
of the disturbance at Gallatin last Saturday, 
caused by a forcible attempt on the part of a 
few carpet baggers to take possession of the 
ballot box witha mob ofarmed State negroes 
and control the election. On Friday after- 
noon a miscreant of the genus scallawag went 
down to Nashville and procured from the 

State armory fifty guns, with full equipments 
and supplies of ammunition and shipped 
them to Gallatin. With these he armed fifty 
negroes Saturday morning, and was proceed- 
to the election ground, when the exasperated 
citizens made their appearance in his front in 
such numbers as to check the movement. 
Colonel Lorn, the military commandaat, 
made no attempt to interfere, as it is under- 
stood his sympathies were in full accord with 
the rioters. Owing to the determined atti- 
tude of the cilizens, and the special police 
appointed, no collision occurred. In the 
afternoon the leader of the negroes sent run- 
ners into the country to call in the negroes, 
and hundreds respondeu to the call. Sunday 
morning the armed crowd took possession of 
the fort at Gallatin, and were joined by many 
‘others from the country. They were still in 
possession Monday eommanded by a white 
sneak who doubtless imagines he is a second 
Joun Brown. He is certainly worthy of 
old Jonx's fate. General Ti1tomMAs instructed 
the military there not to interfere unless 
in support of the civil authorties which the 
breyet woman arrester was not disposed to 
do. Hence the negroes would have swept 
the town and carried things their own way, 
if the citizens had acted with less firmness 
and unanimity. As it is, Judge Barry is 
probably elected Chancellor without blood- 
shed, and the peaceable character of the citi- 
zens of Sumner county is yindieated, while 
a negro mob, armed with guns and supplied 

with ammunition paid for by the very people 
who are disfranchised and intimidated, have

This bold outrage on the 
feelings and rights of a law-abiding people, 
winked at and sustained by those who mis- 
govern the State, is a foretaste of what we 
may expect at any time and place where 
Radical supremacy is doubtful.

Intense Indignation of the White People 


A Bloody Collision Barely Prevented. 


The Black Militia in a Fort. 


A Conservative Victory

Elsewhere we publish a full report of the 
election at Gallatin on Saturday, up to half 
pasttwopm. At four o clock nearly all the 
citizen special police threw off their badges, 
and the whole force was disbanded. Some 
fifteen or twenty of them repaired to the mar- 
ket house, and were talking over the occur- 
rences of the day, when they were startled by 
a measured drum tap from a westerly direc- 
tion, and ina few minutes a company of about 
fifty negroes, with glistening guns fresh from 
the arsenal at Nashville, came marching u 
toward the market house, as if for an attac 
upon the disbanded police. 

Every niin at once sprang to 1 feet, and 
in an instant the whole town was in a blaze 
of excitement. The citizens and special 
police .rallied in an almost imperceptibly 
short space of time, and moved to meet the 
approaching blac ks. On seeing the whites 
advancing, Horner, who commanded the 
negroes, called out tothe citizens to hold, 
an 
face, and it moved aw exasperated 
were the whites, that th ley were about to 
dash after the insolent negroes, but were re- 
strained by the interposition of Colonel 
‘Turner, who throughout the day had labored 
zealously to prevent a disturbance. 

An explanation of the movement of the 
negroes was demanded by Colonel Turner, 
and he was told by Horner that they were 
only being marched to a stable near, for 
sheiter. They were marched into a cross 
street, and Post Commandant Colonel Leib 
then persuaded them to march away to the 
fort, on the west side of the railroad, and 
disband. 

No further incidents of particular interest 
occurred during the balance of the day, and 
Sunday passed off quietly. Meanwhile, re- 
cruits were constantly coming in for the negro 
force under Phillips, and yesterday morning 
the excitement broke out afresh upon the cir- 
culation of a story to the effect that Philli 
had declared he would march his negroes i ake 
the town at ten o’clock. Large 
whites had flocked in from the country, 
nearly all of them armed, and the greatest 
determination was expressed to resist any 
advance of the negroes. Old and young were 
equally determined. There were men whose 
heads were whitened with the frosts of sey- 
enty winters, who talked about fighting a 
a hair, and the young men silently clutched 
eg arms and look what they would have 
said. 

About one o’clock it was reported j 
that Colonel Leib had —

another period of intense but. undemonstra- 
tive excitement followed. This report was 
subsequently contradicted, Colonel ib de- 
nying that he had received any such orders.
